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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie independent claim has been amended to recite: "the salt of nitrite contacts the blood in the subject" was not 
previously presented and would require further search and consideration. Also, there is a 112 second paragraph rejection in new claim 41. 
The claims recites: "less than about 25". Either the limitation is less than 25 or it is about 25 because "about" is a dynamic point and "less 
than" is a static point and they both cannot modify a number simultaneously. It also appears to be a new matter problem because "less 
than about 25" is not verbatim in the specification as filed. Original claim 28 recites; "less than about 16" (see also [0086] of the PGPUB) 
but "less than about 25" appears to be a new concept not previously presented.
